10. Action to appoint an Ad Hoc Committee to address grievances submitted regarding, but not limited 
to, 5 transactions on the June expenditure report of $100.00 each (grievance dated July 7, 2014 and 
submitted by Mr. Anthony Manzano). The LA 32 will follow the grievance process outlined in its bylaws 
under Article XI Grievance Process: 

A. Any Stakeholder, excluding Directors, has the right to submit a grievance or submit a petition to the 
Board. Any Petition by a Stakeholder shall be submitted in writing and have the required petition 
signatures to the Board, the matter shall be placed the agenda for the next regular Council meeting. 
Directors are not permitted to file a grievance against other Directors or against LA-32 NC. 

B. This Grievance Process shall address matters involving procedural disputes, such as the Board’s 
failure to comply with rules or these By-Laws. It is not intended to apply to Stakeholders who merely 
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disagree with a position or action taken by the Board at one of its meetings, which grievances may be 
aired publicly at LA-32 NC Board meetings. 

C. The Grievance Procedure below shall be used to challenge formal action of LA-32 NC: 

1. Ad-Hoc Grievance Panel - The Board shall randomly select from a volunteer list, two (2) from 
Stakeholders and two (2) Directors, who have expressed an interest in serving from time-to-time on 
such a panel, to review the complaint. 

2. The Ad-Hoc Panel Meeting-Within two (2) weeks of the Panel’s selection, the Board shall coordinate 
a time and place for the panel to meet with person(s) submitting a grievance to discuss ways in which 
the dispute may be resolved. Within two (2) weeks following such a meeting, a member of the panel 
shall prepare a written recommendation to be submitted to the Recording Secretary of the Board 
outlining the Panel’s collective recommendations prior to a Board meeting, but, in accordance with the 
Brown Act, the matter shall not be discussed among Directors until recommendations are heard publicly 
at the next regular Board meeting. 

3. Final Meeting - if the Stakeholder filing the grievance is not pleased with the vote of the Board, he or 
she may file a complaint to the Department for consideration. 

11. Discussion and Possible Action to fill the following vacancies (4): Director, West Region (1) Director, 
North Region (1) and Director, South Region (2) Board will follow process outlined in its bylaws, Article V 
Governing Board, Section 6: 

Filling Vacancies - If a Director resigns, is expelled or is recalled from his/her position, or if there were 
not enough candidates to fill a specific category during the election, the Board can nominate individuals 
to fill those vacant positions, all candidates must verify stakeholder status by completing a candidate 
application form. The order of selection is as follows: 

A. Same Region - The Board may first nominate from the pool of candidates in the same region that did 
not win in that election, pending if the candidate is still interested. 

B. Top Runners-up of any other Region - If there were no losing candidates from the same region, the 
Board may nominate from the top runner-up candidates from other categories (region or at-large). 

C. Nominate from Stakeholders - Board members may nominate Stakeholders or any Stakeholder can 
request consideration for filling in that vacancy. 

D. Board Approval - The Board shall vote and approve all nominations to fill vacancies by a simple 
majority vote. The person thus selected will serve out the remainder of the original term.

President's Message 

A level playing field - consistent rules for all players on the playing field is a principle that all embrace. 
Yet, when a new business considers locating on Colorado Boulevard in Eagle Rock, they will discover 
that the Colorado Boulevard Specific Plan requires that they operate with significantly fewer business 
hours that many of the other businesses on the Boulevard. This certainly constitutes an uneven playing 
field. On August 6 (see below for details), you are invited to share your view regarding updating the 
Colorado Boulevard Specific Plan to move in the direction of a more level playing field for all merchants. 
Background: 

Working in collaboration with the Eagle Rock Chamber of Commerce and the Eagle Rock Neighborhood 
Council, progress has been made on the effort to revisit the section of the Colorado Boulevard Specific 
Plan that mandates that businesses cannot be open between the hours of 9PM and 7AM. As we all 
know, many businesses on the Boulevard operate outside those hours. A few businesses existed before 
the Specific Plan was adopted in August, 1992. They are "grandfathered" and not limited by the Specific 
Plan. A few other businesses have gone through the very expensive process ($15,000 - $25,000) of 
getting Waivers or Exceptions to the Plan. Several other businesses operate out of compliance with the 
Specific Plan limitations. 

It is TERA's position that the current limitations in the Specific Plan are unduly limiting. These limitations 
can be a deterrent to new businesses, especially locally owned businesses, which are our preferred type 
of business. The change can also bring those businesses who rely on the longer business hours, but do 
not have waivers, into compliance with the Plan without huge and in some cases unsustainable fees for 
waivers. This also creates a situation where enforcement of allowed business hours is more likely to 
occur.
